heavy concentration of artillery, to- 
night attempted to straighten the 
wings of his crumpled army, shattered 
and driven back in a day-long attack 
by heavily reinforced Japanese troops. 

At nightfall, Mah’s main army had 
reformed its lines and was digging in 
solidly along the northern edge of the 
Chinese Fastern railway, about four 
miles south of the key city of Tsitsi- 
har. Here, constituting the Chinese 
general's last line of defense before the 
capital city of Hetlungsiang, the 


Piroops dug hasty entrenchments, 


built temporary machine-gun emplace- 
ments at the top. 

One-third of Mah's 
numbering about 7.000, constituted 
his left wing, chiefly cavalry units, 
armed with carbines and mounted on 
small Mongolian ponies. 

Throughout the day, Japanese 
bombing planes had worked havoc 
with this force, dispersing troop after 
troop, only to see them reformed, 
miles away, to return to the charge.

Solicitor-General, in Ad- 
dress on “Rackets,” 
Urges Revision of Juris- 
prudence System.

An army of 350,000 persons is en- 
gaged in the business of crime and 
rackets in the United States alone 
and it reaps a harvest greater than 
all other legitimate losses and more 
than is spent each year on college 
education, Solicitor-General John A. 
Boykin told those present at the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce forum 
Juncheon Wednesday in an address on 
“Rackets.” 

Mr. Boykin hit technicalities which 
cause “jammed court dockets, over- 
flowing jails and provide a shield for 
the criminal,’ and made a plea for 
adoption of a revised system of juris- 
prudence for the state, which he said 
would be effected only over the op- 
position of some lawyers. 

His remarks precipitated a state- 
ment by Clark Howell, editor of The 
Constitution, that “the higher courts 
should rtle on those convicted in the 
recent city graft expose, or Harry 
York (one of those now serving a sen- 
tence on the chaingang) should be 
freed and a public apology made to 
him. Such delays,” said Mr. Howell, 
“inspire crime and cause the public 
to lose confidence in the courts.”

Relief Group Seeks

Leveling a sweeping fire against 
slot machines, punch boards, check 
and solicitation rackets, Mr. Boykin 
blamed the present legal system for 
failure to cope with the situation and 
challenged the organization before 
which he was speaking to assist him 
and others in securing passage of the 
revised penal code at the next legis- 
lature. 

A code revision was perfected by a 
committee headed by Judge Samuel H. 
Sibley, and submitted to the gover- 
nor’s office about three years ago, but 
never has been passed by the legisla- 
ture. That code should be enacted 
into law, the solicitor said. 

“If that revision is made, it will 
relieve congested court dockets and 
overcrowded jail conditions,” Mr. Boy- 
kin said. “Crime is no longer a spo- 
radic thing. It is a highly organized 
business. Legal technicalities protect 
it and keep iaw-abiding citizens from 
obtaining the protection to which they 
are entitled. 

“The merchants and businessmen of 
Atlanta should co-operate in not mak- 
ing contributions to causes with which 
they are not familiar, When such sub- 
scriptions are made without proper 
investigation, they encourage rackets. 

“If the present laws are modified, 
it will save 5O per cent of the cost 
of trial of cases in Fulton county. 
There is no reason why an indictment 
should not be amended by the solici- 
tor just so long as the nature of the 
charge against the defendant is not 
changed. It would not prevent him 
getting a fair trial.” 

The speaker told of the devious 
methods employed by perpetrators of 
rackets, especially in Fulton county.

JAPANESE ARMY BELIEVED 

TO HAVE SEIZED TSIT&IHAR 
(Copyright, 1931, by The Associated Press.) 

MUKDEN, Manchuria, Nov. 15.-- 
(P)—Japan’s crack little army was 
believed to have seized Tsitsihar to- 
night after a day of desperate fight- 
ing, and sent General Mah Chan- 
shan’s Chinese troops fleeing in rout 
to the north in a blinding blizzard. 

The Japanese conquered an army 
10 times their strength. They ad- 
vanced more than 18 miles, but in 
the dawn-to-dusk battle they en- 
countered the best resistance a Chi- 
nese force has put up in recent 
years. 

At the end of the _ battle—the 
greatest engagement since the Man- 
churian conflict started last Septem- 
ber—the Japanese were well above 
the Chinese Eastern railway and 
squarely in the zone of Russian 1n- 
fluence. 

Mah Chan-shan’s forces appeared 
to be so effectively shattered as to

ARE UNKNOWN TO JAPAN 

MUKDEN, Manchuria, Nov. 18.— 
(P)—Japanese Consul Morishima said 
today his government is entirely ig- 
norant of the whereabout of Henry 
Pu-yi, former boy-emperor, and ef- 
forts are being made to find him. 

Pu-yi recently left Tientsin, where 
he had been virtually a prisoner in 
the Japanese concession.

CASUALTIES IN THOUSANDS 
REPORTED AFTER BATTLE 


TOKYO, Nov. 19.—fThursday,.)— 
(P)—A Rengo News Agency dispatch 
from Harbin said General Mah Chan- 
shan’s casualties in yesterday's fight- 
ing ran into thqusands. 

One report put the total at 4,000, 
but the number of killed was not 
set forth. These figures were attrib- 
uted to Chinese sources. 

A Taonan dispatch to the newspa- 
per Asahi said a hospital train from 
Anganchi passed through the city 
bearing 60 wounded Japanese soldiers 
and the bodies of 49 others. 

The Rengo agency learned in Har- 
hin that the Japanese consul general, 
Chuji Ohashi, visited M. Rudy, su- 
perintendent of the Chinese Eastern 
railway, and the Russian consul gen- 
eral, informing them Japan was not 
responsible for any damage done to 
the railway. 

The Japanese spokesman declared 
their army had been forced to take 
severe measures hecause of 
ties started by General Mah 
shan, Chinese commander. 

The Asahi's correspondent at the 
front flew over the battlefield in an 
airplane, he said, and saw “countless 
dead and wounded Chinese.” 

Great Wreckage. 

The ground was pitted with bomb 
holes from a Japanese air attack and 
was covered with the wreckage of light 
artillery, dead horses and overturned 
ammunition carts,

Alcohol was described as a poison 
from which many physical and men- 
tal afflictions are directly traceable. 
It lowers resistance to fatigue and 
disease, Dr. Cox declared, and poisons 
the nervous system to the point of 
destroying physical control, with a 


resultant loss in human effectiveness. | 


Dr. Cox also. said that alcohol 
poisons the mind, and affects keen- 
ness of judgment and the perceptive 
sense, and in that way “exerts its 
greatest menace, because when a man 
loses control over his instincts, society 
will suffer.”

MACON, Ga., Nov. 18.—(4)—Ear!l 
Manchester, Michigan youth, this 
afternoon was doomed to die in the 


electric chair at the state prison 
farm, Milledgeville, December 4, for 
the murder of James W. Parks, 
young Hapeville printer. 

Manchester heard . the sentence 
calmly, and later returned to Bibb 
county jail, apparently unmoved. He 
had no statement to make in regard 
to. further plans in his f%ght for life. 

R. Douglas Feagin, who was 
named by the court to defend Man- 
chester, made vigorous protest to re- 
sentencing of his client, while the 
companion case of Mrs. Sara Eliza- 
beth Powers, 73, is still pending on 
an appeal to the state supreme 
court. This’ protest was disregarded 
by Judge Malcolm D. Jones, who 
imposed the sentence. 

It was: the third time, court offi- 
cials said, that Manchester has heard 
the sentence of death passed upon 
him. The first time was in June, 
1929, when he was first convicted as 
the actual slayer of Parks in an in- 
surance plot, alleged to have been 
fostered by Mrs. Powers, former 
rooming house proprietress. 

The subsequent § sentences were 
pronounced when Manchester lost 
moves in his fight for life carried 
on in the Georgia supreme court.

“All that is saving the lands of the 
Superior Pine Products Company,” 
Stone said, “is a line of men who keep 
constant vigil, day and night, under 
the direction of Captain I. F. Eld- 
redge, company manager.” 

State Forester B. M. Lufburrow, it 
was announced at the department 
Wednesday, is in the south Georgia 
territory and will remain there di- 
recting the work until the hazard is 
ended. 

‘“A general fire conference will be 
held at Waycross Thursday by all 
members of the state forest service, 
and etery cffort is being made to 
relieve the strain on the timber pro- 
tective organizations that have been 
doing work up to the present time as 
well as concentrating on the organiz- 
ing of new units and getting them 
fully equipped for all emergencies,” 
Stone said. 

“By far the heaviest strain has been 
on the Waycross district where Dis- 
trict Forester Beale has shown splen- 
did leadership and the few organiza- 
tions that we have at the present time 
‘in the Columbus district have had 
_ good results in the prevention and sup- 
i pression of fires under the leadership 


of District Forester Wallace at Co- 
lumbus. 

“The Georgia mountain area has 
been exceptionally free from fire up to 
this time, although the Carolina moun- 
tains have not been so fortunate and 
we are glad thit these general rains 
Wednesday in the northern part of 
the state make it safe for district for- 
esters there to move te wrarily on 
the firing line in Waycross territory.”

The difficulties of such holdings are 
greatly accentuated when tremendous 
length and honor. strength in either 
hand is combined with a void in the 
suit which forms the backbone of the 
partner's holding.

Payne and Felts, of Tulane, but very, 
very little about Quarterback Daw- 
son. He merely calls the plays for 
a good football team and his mates 
carry them out so well that no one 
has a chance to criticize or praise 
Dawson. 

In 1929 Notre Dame had an 
ordinarily good football team.
